NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 15t7z May 1968 

G.S.R. 5>40* —In exercise of the powers conferred by section 7 of the Indian 
Telegraph Act, 1885 (13 of 1885), the Central Government hereby makes the follow¬ 
ing rules further to amend the Indian Telegraph Rules, 1951, as amended by the 
Notification of the Government of India in the Department of Communications 
(Posts and Telegraph Board) No. GSR 882 dated the 13th May, 1968, namely:— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Indian Telegraph (Fourth* Amendment) 
Rules, 1968. 

(2) They shall come into force at once. 

-2 In rule 8 of the Indian Telegraph Rules. 1951 (hereinafter referred to as the 
said rules), the word “Pakistan”, shall be omitted. 

3. In the proviso to rule 51 of the said rules, the word “Pakistan shall be 
omitted. 
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4. In rule 60A of the said rules,— 

(i) the words "Pakistan or” shall be omitted; 

(11) the heading “II.—For Delivery in Pakistan” and the entries occurring 
thereunder shall be omitted; 

(ill) for the heading “HI.—For delivery in Nepal”, the heading “II.—For deli¬ 
very in Nepal” shall be substituted. 

5. In rule 76 of the said rules, in clause (11), for the word “Pakistan”, the word 
“Nepal” shall be substituted. 

6. In rule 95 of the said rules, in subrule (i), for the word “Pakistan”, the 
word “Nepal” shall be substituted, 

7. In rule 111 of the said rules, for the word “Pakistan”, the word “Nepal” shall 
be substituted. 

8- In rule 133 of the said rules,— 

(i) the heading “III.-—For delivery in Pakistan” and the entries occurring 
thereunder shall be omitted; 

(il) for the heading “IV*—-For delivery in Nepal”, the heading M III-—For 
delivery in Nepal” shall be substituted. 

9- In rule 143 of the said rules, for sub-rule (6), the following sub-rule shall be 
substituted, namely:— 

“(5) The priority indications mentioned in sub-rule (1) shall operate ih res¬ 
pect of telegrams to Ceylon and Nepal and in respect of foreign tele¬ 
grams whilst within Indian limits”, 

10. In rule 164 of the said rules, in clauses (b), (f) and (g), the word “Indo- 
Pakistan” shall be omitted. 

11, In rule 171 of the said rules, the word “Pakistan,” shall be omitted.
